Tally of absent voters’ ballots 
was completed totlay in the hotly 
contested race for second place on 
nominations for the bench in de¬ 
partment No. 2, sriperior court, re¬ 
sulting in elimination of Incumbent 
Judge James L. Allen from a place 
on the Nov. 8 general election 
ticket. 

Allen gained 143 votes in the 
tally, boosting his total to 12,481, 
just 165 short of the total of 12,- 
646 amassed by Attorney Frank¬ 
lin G. West, who will oppose Ken¬ 
neth E. Morrison at the general 
election. West gained 141 votes 
from the absent voters, and Mor¬ 
rison tallied 159 to boost his total 
to 15,285. 

FRIENDS CONFIDENT 

Judge Allen had a chance re¬ 
garded as better than e ven to be 
second man on the ticket of three 
candidats as returns started filter¬ 
ing in last Tuesday night. His 
tally and that of West jockeyed 
back and forth for second-place 
honors, and when the Ee.mi-official 
count was finished last week, Al¬ 
len appeared to be in third place 
with about the same number be¬ 
hind as he is today. 

Friends of the judge insisted 
that the absent voters’ ballots 
would place him second man, thus 
as.suring him a chance in the run¬ 
off.

NURNBERG, Germany. UP)— 
Adolf Hitler, who yesterday or¬ 
dered Sudeten Germans to discon¬ 
tinue their negotiations for self- 
rule with the Czechoslovak govern¬ 
ment, today instructed the minor¬ 
ity leaders to resume the talks. 

The reason for this change, it 
was said, was the desire of the 
chancellor and self-styled pro¬ 
tector of Sudeten Germans to con¬ 
vince the world he was leaving 
nothing undone to find a peaceful 
solution to the Czech-German 
crisis. 

BRITISH AID SOUGHT 

Informed quarters said “with 
this additional evidence of a con¬ 
ciliatory spirit to the Sudeten Ger¬ 
mans’ credit,” Hitler could “all the 
more press upon the British to 
demand maximum concessions 
from the Czechoslovak adminis¬ 
tration.” 

German efforts will now be con¬ 
centrated upon getting the British 
to act quickly and decisively, 
these sources added. 

Konrad Henlein, Sudeten Ger¬ 
man leader, returned to Nunrberg 
this morning after a hurried over¬ 
night journey to Czechoslovakia, 
which he took at Hitler’s request. 
HITLER AT CONFERENCE 

Henlein hastened home after re¬ 
ceiving reports that the “horse¬ 
whipping” of a Sudeten deputy by 
a Czech policeman in a border 
town had caused a rupture of the 
Sudeten-Prague government nego¬ 
tiations. 

Henlein told his followers to re¬ 
open those negotiations. Informed 
persona said. 

There was no immediate meet¬ 
ing of Hitler and Henlein after the 
latter’s return,

Germany’s patience with both 
the British and the Czechoslovaks 
in negotiations for German min¬ 
ority rights in Czechoslovakia is 
near its end, a general well aware 
of events said today.

WASHINGTON. (A»l —The sen¬ 
ate campaign expenditures com¬ 
mittee expressed the opinion today 
in a formal statement that Mrs. 
Maude Toulson, postmistress of 
Salisbury, Md., had violated fed¬ 
eral law by assisting Representa¬ 
tive Lewis (D., Md.) in his cam¬ 
paign for the Democratic sena¬ 
torial nomination. 

The committee said It would 
turn its findings over to the jus¬ 
tice department and to the post¬ 
master general. 

The committee’s statement said 
reports of its investibation “do not 
sustain the charge that the CIO is 
financing the campaign of Repre¬ 
sentative Lewis.” 

Lewis, who is President Roose¬ 
velt’s choice in the Maryland pri¬ 
mary against Senator Tydings, 
asked the committee to investi¬ 
gate newspape ad-.ertising which 
indicated the CIO had helped fi¬ 
nance his campaign. Lewis charged 
the advertising was paid by "ryd- 
ings’ supporters. 


LOS ANGELES. (A>)—Declaring 
the conviction of Elol J. Amar, 
former president of the Los An¬ 
geles harbor commission, for rent¬ 
ing property at San Pedro for 
gambling purposes was “an ob¬ 
vious attempt to smear the ad¬ 
ministration of Mayor Frank L. 
Shaw,” Superior Judge Charles S. 
Burnell today gave him a sus¬ 
pended sentence. 

He placed Amar on probation 
for 30 days and said "you .should 
lead the same exemplary life in 
the future that you have in the 
past.” 

Linking Amar’s arrest by dis¬ 
trict attorney’s investigators with 
the recall move against Mayor 
Shaw, Judge Burnell said: 

"If the district attorney’s office 
had acted in the .slightest good 
faith in the matter, intending to 
crusade against the evil of book¬ 
making, it certainly would have 
had plenty of opportunity without 
going more than half a dozen 
blocks away from the hall of 
justice.”

Gas Truck, Train 
Hit; 17 Are Killed 


WASHINGTON. (/D.-The treas¬ 
ury asked the nation’s investors 
today to lend it $700,000,000 in 
"new money” to help pay for the 
administration’s spending program 
and to build up a huge temporary 
cash reserve. 

At the same time Secretary 
Morgenthau offered new securities 
to refund $433,460,900 worth of 
notes maturing Dec 15, bringing 
the total of the financing opera¬ 
tion to $1,133,460,900. 

Treasury officials said they an¬ 
ticipated little difficulty in bor¬ 
rowing the money because the 
banks alone have $3,000,000,000 of 
idle funds available for invest¬ 
ments and loans. 

The proceeds of the financing 
and of quarterly income tax pay¬ 
ments, due next week, will give 
the treasury a cash working bal¬ 
ance of about $2,500,000.000—one 
of the largest in history.

Kentucky Boy, the airdale who 
is fast becoming a legend to add 
to the luster of all good dogs 
everywhere, lived again last night 
in memory of Orange County Hu¬ 
mane society members, who lis¬ 
tened to the dog’s owner, Robert 
M. Byrne, former newspaper man 
and writer of Hollywood. 

Eight years ago Kentucky Boy, 
by his insistent barking, warned 
many employes in a large Holly¬ 
wood studio of the danger of fire. 

Two years ago this dog accom¬ 
panied his master to Santa Ana 
as guest of the school children 
during Kindness to Animals week. 

Kentucky Boy died in October, 
1937, and calendars bearing a 
photograph of the memorial to 
Kentucky Boy In Lafayette park, 
Los Angeles, were presented by 
Mr. Byrne to members of the 
Humane society.

Fascist Racial Doctrine Is itt AybcorDlE 

‘Serious Error That Reaches 

Steps of Altar,’ Says Vatican RUSH NOW TO 


VATICAN CITY. (.P) — T h e 
statement that Fascist racial doc¬ 
trine "concerns a great and seri¬ 
ous error which reaches the steps 
of the altar, touching Catholic 
doctrine,” was published today by 
L’Osservatore Romano, Vatican 
newspaper, in an account of a 
talk by Pope Pius. 

’The pontiff was not quoted di¬ 
rectly, but the newspaper present¬ 
ed this summary of his remarks 
yesterday to 400 Italian school 
teachers at Castel Gandolfo, his 
summer home: 

“His Holiness mentioned the 
cardinal points of racialism set by 
university teachers. To these 
points were appended a series of 
comments and it is not known 


whether they were made by the | 
writers of the points or by these 
who published them. 

“Nevertheless, the ideas in 
these comments have been repeat¬ 
ed and spread everywhere through 
the Italian and foreign press and 
are taking ground everywhere. It 
concerns a great and serious er¬ 
ror which reaches the steps of the 
altar, touching Catholic doctrine.” 

The Fascist race doctrine, pro¬ 
mulgated July 14, was announced 
as the work of a group of uni¬ 
versity professors and consisted 
of 14 points, each followed by ex¬ 
planatory comments and develop¬ 
ment of the points. ’The doctrine 
was published by the Italian min¬ 
istry of popular culture.

The 1938 version of the gold 
rush is on today—at Corona Del 
Mar—where four Orange youths 
were reported to have discovered 
quantities of valuable ambergris, a 
substance used in manufacture of 
perfumes. 

Worth up to $30 per ounce, it 
doesn’t take much to make one 
wealthy, but by the same token 
there apparently is little to be 
found. 

Holder of the largest chunk is 
reported to be Robert V. Clark of 
Orange, former student at Santa 
Ana junior college, who claims an 
18-pound piece and other smaller 
ones boosting his total to 30 
pounds and his anticipated poten¬ 
tial wealth to 16,800 on basis of a 
market value of $30 per ounce. 

Others claiming to be in posses¬ 
sion of ambergris are Richard 
Gunther, Robert Heuck and Rich¬ 
ard Witt, all of Orange, and an 
unidentified Santa Ana youth. 

Clark told friends that he found 
the 18-pound piece Aug. 30, after 
he got a “hunch” that he’d find it 
at Corona Del Mar. He said that 
he read a newspaper account of 
I two San Pedro men finding am¬ 
bergris, and knew that there were 
whales off the coast. They emit 
the ambergris, seldom found along 
the Pacific slope. So his trip to 
Corona Del Mar resulted in finding 
of the chunk worth up to $8640. 
Subsequent discoveries have boost¬ 
ed his possible wealth.

Inauguration of a complete 
vocations course leading to a cer¬ 
tificate in industrial vocations 
upon completion of a prescribed 
two-year curriculum at Santa Ana 
Junior college was announced to¬ 
day by H. O. Russell, head of the 
engineering department. It Is ex¬ 
pected that a number of freshmen 
will enroll for the new offerings 
tomorrow when first-year students 
are to register for class work. 

Four majors are offered in the 
new field of vocational work, in¬ 
cluding classes in aviation, metal 
mechemics, auto mechanics, smd 
drafting. These major subjects 
will be expanded and additional 
subjects offered as the enrollment 
warrants, it was stated. 

"Cooperation of the various in¬ 
dustries in Santa Ana Orange 
county will be solicited in planning 
the content and organization of 
the new vocations curriculum,” 
Mr. Russell said. “The new certif¬ 
icate course is intended primarily 
for those students who wish to 
enter one of the industrial trades 
upon graduation. 

Certificate requirements differ 
somewhat from those of the or¬ 
dinary jaysee diploma in that the 
certificate may be secured without 
fulfilling the requirements for the 
two-year diploma course, it was 
pointed out. By soliciting the aid 
of Industries who will give rec¬ 
ognition to the vocations certif¬ 
icate it is expected that the new 
college vocational set-up will re¬ 
sult in obtaining immediate em¬ 
ployment for many students upon 
graduation.

There weren’t very many expen¬ 
sive campaigns in the August 30 
primary election, but the cost of 
votes sometimes ran a bit high, it 
was learned today. 

Three more candidates submit¬ 
ted expense accounts with County 
Clerk B. J. Smith, and L. M. 
Guyon of Garden Grove, unsuc¬ 
cessful candidate for election as 
sheriff, spent the least of the lot 
—only $56.95. But he got only 
about 555 votes, and so his bill 
averaged about ten cents for every 
vote.

Clerk Smith warned again that 
all candidates, unsuccessful or not, 
must file expense accounts with 
his office by September 14. In the 
case of the successful aspirants, he 
cannot issue certificates of elec¬ 
tion unless the expense accounts 
are in hy next IVednesday; and in 
the case of those in the November 
runoff, he cannot issue certificates 
of nomination unless tliey comply 
with this requirement.

Pit and grind or c'.iop very fine. 
Add 1 teaspoon each of cinnamon, 
cloves and all-spice or any desired 
combination of spices, to ground 
or chopped peaches.

Peel off yellow rind of 1 orange 
and 1 lemon with sharp knife, 
leaving as much of white part on 
the fruit as pos.siblc. Put yellow 
rinds through food chopper twice.

The Nevada Election 

Critics of the President are enrtoavoring to find cheer 
in the primary victory of Son. Pat McCarran this v.^eek in 
Nevada. 

True, McCarran has not alv'ays rode on the admin¬ 
istration's bend wagon. The first week he was in the 
senate he opposf;d the l^resident and demanded that the 
adjusted compensation obligation due the veterans be paid 
without fu>'thpr delay. Since then his prircipal anti¬ 
administration activity was his fight against the court 
reorganization bill. 

But a Nevada canipaign usually is not; waged on 
national issues. That entire state has 40,000 less popu¬ 
lation than Orange ccainty alone, and it is possible for one 
man like Pat McC.arran, Jim Scrugham or Key Pittman to 
know persoruslly a large percentage of all the voters. 

McCarian was born in Nevada, herded sheep on the 
desert when a boy, worked his way through the Univer¬ 
sity of Nevada .md found time to study law. He has been 
a public figure in Nevada, knowm to thousands by their 
first name, for a third of a century. Nevedans know 
their Pat—and they call him that, not “senator”—as 
former justice of the state supreme court, as a senator, as 
one of the state’s outstanding citizens. From the Virgin 
river to Pai'ad'S.* valley, from the copper pits to the east¬ 
ern slopes of the Sierra, every Nevadan is acquainted with 
him. 

McCarran beat two men in the Democratic primaries. 
One is Albert Hilliard, a Ileno attorney, an intelligent 
and worthy citizen again.st whom none, includi.og Pat Mc¬ 
Carran, would say a v/ord. Rut he is a comparative new¬ 
comer to the stat’j, unknown outside of Reno. Other 
candidate was Dr. John Worden of Carson City, w-ho might 
as well saved his fihng fee. 

There was no great significance from a national 
standpoint in the Nevada election. Roosevelt wasn’t repu¬ 
diated, as one I..OE Angeles newspaper editorializes today. 
The Nev.adans merely vrent to the polls and voted for the 
nan they knew end liked. 


Orange Selling 


The importance of the California orange should not 
be underestimated. Its value to Orange county transcends 
any other citru.: product, and for that reaso i its destiny 
should be zealously guarded. Anything that tends to 
depreciate its value inflicte a serious injury. Therefore 
the discussion as to the prevailing low price level is a 
challerge to botn grower and seller. Orange county pros¬ 
pers in proportion to its Valencia returns. 

Selling organizations have been confronted with the 
hardest task in the industry’s history, due to a record 
crop. A helpful influence was the export business from 
the United Kingdom. The first half of 1938 a total of 
3,440,009 boxes went to European centers, a gain of more 
than 1,000,000 boxes over the corresponding period of 
a year ago This demand gave material help to the domes¬ 
tic market. 

It is reasonable to assume that if the increased 
demand for oranges in the United Kingdom reached such 
heights, there must have been some persuasive selling 
program back of it. There is a feeling among growers 
that America will use considerably more oranges if there 
is an informed man back of the citrus stand. 

The Valencia orange is just a piece of edible merchan¬ 
dise. How it is presented to the trade will have a great 
influence on whether the customer buys it. 

Another hopeful light entering into the orange indus¬ 
try is a new British-American reciprocal trade treaty 
which will give American fresh fruits, particular ^ apples 
and the citrus varieties, free entry into the British 
markets. 

A Real Ambassador 

A rousing cheer for Colonel Lindbergh, for whom 
most of the tumult and the shouting has died down. 

Press di.spatcho8 from all over Europe show that the 
colonel and his channiug wife continue to be real ambas¬ 
sadors of good will. 

Traveling all over the world, the Lindberghs always 
leave a friendly feeling for our country behind them— 
which is more than a lot of our travelers do. 

A great many heroes, after years pass, begin to show 
signs of brass beneath the gold. They don’t wear well. 
But Lindbergh, through all his trial? and troubles, has 
remained a quiet, unassuming gentleman, and a real credit 
to his ration. 

Other heroes come and go; the Lone Eagle still holds 
his place in the sun. 

The Generous Nation 

In spite of recessions and business complications, 
Am«*rica is still the generous nation. The call of the dis- 
tres.sed and the deserving gets a receptive hearing and a 
liberal response. 

Evidence comes from the Community Mobilization 
for Human Needs in its report that so far this year nine 
million people in 475 cities have given $83,871,576 to 
Community Chest funds. 

When the call comes to Santa Ana these figures 
should be heartening for our citizens to know that they 
are not alone in responding to the plea for help When 
one consider the reckless expenditure of money for the 
unnecessary, it is comforting to know that large sums 
go into channels to relieve human suffering. 


NEW YORK. — Cotton Ed 
Smith, who has just received 
another mandate from the peo¬ 
ple of South Carolina, has been 
I denounced for waving a bloody 
shirt in his recent successful 
campaign and reviving the issue 
of whit.? supremacy in the south. 
He is said to have delivered 
I again an oratorical set-piece of 
I his which is derisively known to 
I his colleagues and the press gal- 
' lery of the United States sen¬ 
ate as “the speech.” This ora¬ 
tion is not so famous as some 
commentators apparently believe 
I it is, but they go on an assump¬ 
tion that the public far and 
wide is familiar with it and give 
only an inkling as to its con¬ 
tents in saying that It deals with 
the horrors of the reconstruction 
era in the south and, in par¬ 
ticular, with personal affront to 
a female relative of the senator 
in those terrible days. 

It is difficult, however, to see 
how the issue on which Senator 
Smith made his campaign can 
be avoided in future battles 
within the democratic party in 
the south. For the Roosevelt 
wing of the party contains a 
strong element of politically ad¬ 
venturous northern visionai’ies 
' and theorists who are deter- 
! mined to apply their beliefs 
I evenly everywhere. In doing 
I this, these New Dealers must, 

I in consistency, raise the issue 
I which Senator Smith used for 
reasons of political opportunism. 
He just beat the opposition to 
I the punch. 

I Cannot Be Avoided 

I The issue cannot be avoided 
! anywhere in the deep south 
i without a serious compromise 
I of professed principle. And, if 
I it is pres.sed out of respect for 
I consistency and principle, and 
I for the appeasement of the 
I Negro vote in the north, it will 
provoke a widespread revival of 
I the reminiscenses and feeling to 
which Senator Smith resorted 
in his fight. 

Least consistent of those who 
rebuke Smith for raising this 
issue are communists and those 
journalistic fellow - travelers 
who weep over the tragedy of 
such a low appeal from the 
stump, knowing that they have 
forced the issue by nominating 
I a Negro for the office of vice 
I president on the communist 
I ticket. 

I Anyone with any realism or 
I honesty knows that this was 
done as a gesture of extreme 
aggravation and taunt, and was 
directed at the white population 
of the southern states. It was 
intended to woo the Negro ev¬ 
erywhere, and to enrage the 
white south, and there was not 
the slightest notion that the 
candidacy of the Negro running- 
mate of Earl Browder should be 
taken seriously. For that mat¬ 
ter, Browder’s own candidacy 
; was not serious, although it was 
. grim. 

I No Adornment 

I If, however, the communists 
and their fellow-travelers be 
taken literally in this, they 
should welcome rather than re¬ 
gret the acceptance of their de¬ 
liberate challenge. In that case, 
they plainly indicated a readi- 
I ness not merely to meet but to 
1 force the issue, and acceptance 
^ of the challenge by such as Cot- 
j ton Ed Smith or any one else in 
I southern politics should insp.re 
I them to attack, not moan. 

I Cotton Ed is no great adorn¬ 
ment to the senate, and his vic¬ 
tory is a matter of little pride 
to those who would curb the 
development of a government 
■ by one man’s will. Yet he would 
have been entirely acceptable, 
and would have been acclaimed 
as a progressive statesman of 
the south, like Pepper, of Flori¬ 
da, if he had notified the White 
House in advance of a willing¬ 
ness to vote exactly as directed 
on all issues.

The Merry-Go-Round 

By DREW PEARSON and ROBERT S. ALLEN 


WASHINGTON. — What took 
place between the president and 
Jim Farley at their extended Hyde 
Park conference is still a clo.sely 
guarded secret, but privately Jim 
is making no bones about his 
strong disapproval of some of 
the president’s political moves and 
crusading advisers. 

Jim also is telling friends that 
he is again thinking of quitting 
the cabinet, but that he intends to 
hold on to the national chairman¬ 
ship come what may. This is the 
way Jim talks: 

“Certain parties are complain¬ 
ing that I am not doing what I 
should be doing in all this purging. 
Well, all I’ve got to say to them 
is that next winter when votes are 
needed up on Capitol hill. I’ll be 
the one who will be able to do 
business for the administration. 
It’s all right to talk purge now, 
but when congress is in session it 
will be a different story. 

“And some of these fellows who 
are giving the president all this 
militant advice will be lucky if 
they even get tickets to get into 
the 1940 convention. That con¬ 
vention will be run by the demo¬ 
cratic national committee, and I’ll 
run the committee. I may give up 
the postmaster generalship next 
February, but I’m not giving up 
the national chairmanship and 
nobody can make me do so.” 

Jim also relates that he and 
Roosevelt have discussed 1940 
presidential aspirants, but that 
none of the hopefuls they have 
considered “have a chance.” 

“Did he ever talk to you about 
his running again?” one friend in¬ 
quired. 

“Never.” 

“And what about yourself?” 

Jim shook his head and laugh¬ 
ed. “I’ve never discussed the mat¬ 
ter with him.” 

Note; The president disagrees 
emphatically with .Mm Farley on 
the effect the “purge” will have 
on members of congress. He be¬ 
lieves that if he continues to re¬ 
main silent while alleged demo¬ 
crats on Capitol hill oppo.se and 
sabotage him, then then opposi¬ 
tion will increase. If, on the other 
hand, a sabotaging democrat 
knows that he faces a re-election 
battle, he will think twice about 
his opposition. 

Hard-Headed 

During three months of Wash¬ 
ington’s most torrid heat, Prentiss 
L. Coonley, unofficial ambassador 
of big business, has been working 
quietly to establi.sh a basis of 
friendly relations between bus¬ 
iness and the New Deal. The other 
day a friend asked him how he 
was making out. 

This was Coonley’s unexpected 
reply: 

“I am having no trouble with 
the New Dealers. They are very co¬ 
operative. But I certainly am hav¬ 
ing trouble getting ideas through 
the heads of some business men. 
They just won’t listen to reason.” 

Wheat Dumping 

On the surface, the agricultural 
department’s new wheat export 
subsidy is for the purpose of get¬ 
ting rid of surplus wheat. Behind 
the scenes, however, that is not 
the only reason. 

Another important purpose is to 
read a pointed sermon to the rest 
of the world, warning that the 
United Stares by no means has 
surrendered the world wheat mar¬ 
ket to others. 

The world has had this notion 
ever since 1933, and Henry Wal¬ 
lace is tired of being misunder¬ 
stood. The same is true about cot¬ 
ton, pork and all other export 
products, but the sorest point is 
wheat. 


The idea has gotten abroad that 
Uncle .Sam, under the New Deal, 
gracefully bowed out of the mar¬ 
ket in favor of the Argentines, 
Australians, Canadians, Russians, 
and the Danube countries. This 
idea grew out of the announced 
policy of crop reduction, plus the 
unannounced accident of drought. 

Henry Wallace, the idealist, 
wanted to maintain the normal U. 
S. export market for wheat with¬ 
out sneaking any aces out of the 
deck, but when he found the 
United States was the only coun¬ 
try keeping a free and uncontrol- 
wheat market, he has now decided 
to compromise with idealism and 
use the tactics of the opposition. 

This decision was equivalent to 
sending a diplomatic note to oth¬ 
er wheat exporting countries say¬ 
ing, “We regret to advise that we 
cannot surrender our share of 
the world wheat market. We in¬ 
tend to keep it, even at the cost of 
subsidizing exports,” 

Wallace vs. Hull 

Wallace took this stop despite 
the opposition of Cordell Hull and 
the knowledge it would raise hob 
with the trade agreement pro¬ 
gram. 

On this he had no illusions. He 
did find the Canadians under il¬ 
lusions, however. When wheat 
experts M. L, Wilson and L, A. 
Wheeler went to Ottawa 10 days 
ago to discu.ss cooperation with 
the Canadians in export subsi¬ 
dizing, they were amazed to hear 
the Canadians exclaim, “But we 
have no export subsidy.” 

They call it simply a “wheat 
policy,” but it amounts to a .sub¬ 
sidy, since the government guar¬ 
antees (he farmers a certain price 
and makes up the loss when the 
world market falls below that 
price. 


What Other 
Editors Say 

NO MYSTERY 

The defeat of William G. Mc- 
Adoo by Sheridan Downey for 
nomination to the United States 
senate on the democratic ticket 
has provided sensational political 
news for the press of the nation. 

Various reasons, many of them 
fallacious, for the so-called “upset” 
are being circulated, but in the end 
the simple truth will remain. Sena¬ 
tor McAdoo did not understand 
and con.sequcntly did not represent 
the intere.sts of the people of Cali¬ 
fornia in Washington—and Sena¬ 
tor McAdoo of Washington was 
badly misrepresented in Califor¬ 
nia. 

The result is a matter of history. 
California democrats accepted 
President Roosevelt’s endorsement 
of McAdoo with good grace and 
refused to make an issue of it. 
They knew Sheridan Downey, an 
original Roosevelt supporter, 
would give the president and the 
new deal his full and whole-heart¬ 
ed support: that he would give 
California—rather than his per¬ 
sonal interests—the kind of repre¬ 
sentation it .should have and was 
not getting. And so—the demo¬ 
crats of California nominated 
Sheridan Downey. 

That job finished, they will go 
right on supporting President 
Roosevelt and the new deal—as 
they have in the past—Wsnehester 
Soddy in Los Angeles Dally News.

How are California citizen.s over 
50 going to buy goods produced 
outside California with $30 per 
week pen.sion warrants. 

You already know that you can 
now buy good.s made in Japan at 
any 10c or 25c store and that we 
I do not u.se Japanese money and 
they do not use our money. You 
can buy at any clothing store a 
suit of clothes made in England 
or France and you do not have 
' French or English money and they 
couldn't use the money you now 
spend any better than they could 
pension warrants but still you 
know' that we have no difficulty 
in making the transaction. 

In our modern banking trans¬ 
actions very little actual money 
ever leaves the community in 
which the bank is located. Of 
course it goes in and out the win¬ 
dow very rapidly but if you look 
at the bank statements as pub¬ 
lished each bank shows about the 
same amount of cash each quarter. 

Here is how simply the banker 
handles the transactions whether 
your suit of clothes is made in 
some other state of the United 
States or in a foreign country. 
You W'ill take your warrants to the 
bank and buy a draft for the price 
of your suit of clothes bought out¬ 
side the state. The money or war¬ 
rant stays in the bank until some¬ 
body comes into the bank, maybe 
fifteen minutes later, to cash a 
check and the banker u.sea the 
money you paid him to cash the 
other fellow’s check. 

The draft you bought goes to a 
bank out state- wherever it goes 
somebody in that town or .state is 
buying something grown or pro¬ 
duced in California and the draft 
he bought from his banker to send 
to California is as much or more 
than the draft you sent out of the 
state, .so when your draft and 
the other fellow’s draft goes 
through the clearing house they 
balance and both bills are paid and 
no cash, whether warrants or U. S. 
money, is actually transferred 
from one .state to another. After 
all, our money is only a means of 
exchanging goods. 

I think it's a .safe guess that 
the banks will be giad to accept 
and handle the pension warrants 
because it will mean a profit of 
more than a thousand dollars per 
month for each and every bank in 
the state if the busine.ss were di¬ 
vided equally and bankers have 
not been in the habit of turning 
down deals that were so profitable.

In many colleges of the nation 
heavy teaching burden.s and lack 
of equipment prevent good re¬ 
search men from undertaking cre¬ 
ative re.search which, by training, 
they are capable of doing. The 
I work the.se men might do is “lost” 

I research. Dr. J. C. Boyce, of Mas- 
1 sachu.setts Institute of Technology, 

I has a plan which would salvage 
; some of it. 

i Dr. Boyce propo.ses that the uni- 
I versities and larger colleges should 
j “farm out,” as it were, some of 
the many minor problems which 
arise as part of their general 
broad re.search programs. Many 
of the.sp i-roblems would seem to 
be trivial and uninteresting if 
I tackled singly but when pursued 
I a.s part of a larger and broader 
research endeavor they take on 
new meaning and disclo.se signi¬ 
ficant findings. 

Such problems would give a 
stimulus to men who now may 
form one-man departments in 
.small colleges. They could be rar- 
ried out in several ways: During 
.summer .school sessions or on 
Sabbatical leave; or in the larger 
universitie.s laboratories where 
there is cIo.se geographical link¬ 
age; or finally, by the loan of re¬ 
.search equipment to the smaller 
institution for the joint investiga¬ 
tion. In general it would seem 
be.st to Dr. Boyce to have the ex¬ 
perimental work carried out in 
the larger in.stitution and the d.'it;i 
examined and worked over in the 
smaller. Writing in the Review 
of .Scientific Instruments, Dr. 
Boyce sees benefits to all by his 
plan.
